W hen tha t method has b een 
worked out to its logical consequen­ 
ces the result has always b een a 
complete failure.

put forth all our

vent the world from slipping b ack 
into the grasp of that ravaging sys­

T ruth and faith and justice 
have a power of their own in which 
we are justified in placing a very 
large reliance.” 
“ In nations, individuals have their 
counterpart. 
As we can ex pect some 
help from domestic laws, so we can 
ex pect some help from international 
covenants. 
While

the b est that hum anity can do at this 
Time, neither in them selves are suf- 
iicient.

is 
that he does not conceive it as a 
duty of the government to permit 
poisoning of citizens in order to 
enforce the law. 
He ex pects gov­ 
ernment chemists soon will be able 
to denature alcohol so that it w’ill 
be too distasteful to drink rather 
than too poisonous. 
When 
the 
new 
government de­ 
naturing formula goes into effect 
January 1, certain poisonous sub­ 
stances 
previously 
included 
in 
It 
W’ill be eliminated. 
The four per cent of wood al­ 
cohol iirovided for in the formulae 
will remain, liow'ever, as Mr. Mel­ 
lon does not think that percentage 
injurious. 
Tender the old formulae, 
two per cent of wood alcohol is 
used. 
The decision not to use poisons 
in 
dangerous 
quantities 
is 
based 
on a conviction on the part of Sec­ 
retary I^Iellon that complete prohi­ 
bition enforcement is impossible. He 
thinks that as enforcement grows 
stronger, bootleggers and drinkers 
will turn to bad alcohol and other 
substitutes. 
He is not willing that 
the government should poison these 
substitutes to enforce the law and 
believes other concoctions can be 
placed 
in 
them 
to prevent their 
use. 
Improved prohibition enforcement 
under the administration of Assist­ 
ant Secretary Andrews is believed 
by Mr. Mellon to have resulted in 
use of industrial alcohol by boot­ 
leggers and in the consequent pois­ 
oning of some (irinkers. 
He does 
not believe, however, that any pro­ 
portion of the numerous holiday al­ 
coholic deaths resulted from use of 
poison alcohol, and believes ex ces­ 
sive drinking was 
a 
more 
likely 
cause. 
The secretary declared today that 
.smuggling both along the coast and 
on the Canadian border has been 
grealy 
diminished, 
if 
not 
almost 
eliminated. 
Domestic liquor leaks 
also have been stopped to a great 
degree, he said.

defunct Nixon Farm Mortgage com­ 
pany were handled in the absence 
of Charles W. Nixton, the head of 
the company. 
Turner w’as Nixon’s 
son-in-law’, and w'as doing what he 
could to lessen the loss to the com­ 
munity caused by the failure of his 
father-in-law’s business. 
He is sur­ 
vived by his w’idow, and two small 
children. 
Cockrill had invested heavily in 
the concern, it was reported, and 
came to Boonville from San Diego, 
Calif., for the purpose of checking 
up on his investments. 
Stepping off the noon train here, 
he walked a short distance to the 
Turner real estate office.
